Stephen A. Douglas sat in his of- 


flce in Washington, pond«lng upon 
a bill which he intended to report 
to the senate. 
, 
It was January of 1*54. 
Douglas, who was chairman of 
the committee on territories, wa.s 
thinking about the wide expanses of 
land out west of the Missouri rjyer. 
His thoughts wandered as he looked 
over the proposed bill.. He saw a 
huge prairie, populated by Indians 
and a- handful of whites. The peo- 
ple were traveling: out there. M-x- 
pedltlons every day passed over the 
plains on their 
way to 
Oregon,. 


•Washington, the coast; they ftMjgUt 
Indians along the way, hunted down 
ihelr food, 
fished 
in 
the 
_ clear 


streams, mark* trails for -those 
who should 
follow 
them. Some 


stayed on the plains. 
And Douglas saw a number of 


•white settlers who had moved into 
the" unclaimed lands from eastern 
part!.. It was true that there were 
hardly enough of these settlers to 
'make up a dinner party. But the 


shtewd senator knew that people 
were going to settle in those terri- 
tories soon and rapidly. There were 
riches hidden In the soil there. 
To form Territories. 


The bill that Douglas was to re- 
port concerned the formation 'of two 
new territories—Kansas and "Ne- 
braska. Douglas' committee reported 
It to the senate, finally, on January 
23, 1854, and after much argument 
the bill was passed. The house of 
representatives, too, approved 
it. 


and on May 30 President Franklin 
Pierce affxed his signature. 


"When they heard about the now 


bill, there were many people want- 
ing to know where this Nebraska 
was. The new act told them: tin: 
boundary on the west was the "base 
of the Rocky Mountains" (although 
even the congressmen themselves 
probably never knew where that 
actually meant): the ,Hiie on the 
south was that separating Kansas; 
on the north were the British pos- 
sessions; and on the east were the 
Missouri river and up near the Brit- 
ish land, the White Earth River 
The territory of Nebraska, then, 
stretched'from the Missouri to the 
Rockies, and from Kansas to Can- 
ada, over the land now taken up by 
almost seven states. It was five 
times the size of the state of Ne- 
braska today. 
But the congress had not definite- 


ly told what was Nebraska and 
tvhat was other territory. 
There 
might bo disputes and arguments. 
So on July 22, 1854, the president 
appointed John Calhoun as the nist 
surveyor-general, and 
men 
wltn 
theii outfits came west to mark off 
the new land. 


Dispute Boundaries. 


The first line laid down was that 
between Kansas and Nebraska. Thr 
surveyors stood 
on the 
fortieth 


parallel, facing west, and declared 
the line separating the two new ter- 
ritories to be that following this 
parallel for 108 miles. 


Surveying 
of divisions, subdi- 


visions, counties, and" townships was 
begun then and carried on for a 
long time. There were some dis- 
putes over this work. Some people 
wanted a line at one place, others 
•wanted it fixed differently. 
In the 
late 'B0's_there was a considerable 
amount of agitation to change the 
southern 
territorial 
line to 
the 
Platte river. A lot of people wanted 
a new territory to be fortned. tov 
consist of the land lying south of 
the Platte river in Nebraska and 
north of the Kaw river in Kansas. 
This change might have come about, 
but in 1860 £he republicans won the 
national election and thus paved the 
•way for Kansas' admittance to the 
•union as a free state. , 
This slavery question was one 


-which lay in the background on al- 
most every issue brought up. For 
instance, those who wanted 
Ne- 
braska and Kansas split to make a 
7ie-w territory had the question of 
slavery in their minds. 
If Kansa-3 
was admitted as a slave state, they 
•wanted this new territory 
to be 
made; If Kansas came in as a free 
state, there was no more desire lor 
a new territory. So when the re- 
publicans won in 1860, they made 
tt assured that Kansas would enter 
the union as a free state. 


Split Territory. 
Jn February of 1S61 the territory 


of Colorado was created, and the 
bill which provided for~lt laid out 
Its lands eo as to take a little 
chunk off the southern boundary of 
Nebraska territory. 
That is the 


same little, "bite" which is missing 
from the southwestern corner of th-- 
Nebraska state. 


Hardly two months'later the Da- 
kota territory was established, tak- 
ing- all of its territory from Ne- 
braska. This took all the land north 
of the forty-third parallel—the pres- 
ent northern boundary of Nebraska. 
Almost at the same time, however, 
large tracts 
from 
the Utah and 


^Washington territories in the west 
Were added to Nebraska. 
•Now.^ln shape, the territory was 
a long, narrow strip, reaching from 
the Missouri river clear into the 
Rockies/ It was four times as long 
as it was wide. The territory re- 
mained that way for two years. 


i Get Part of Dakota. 
In March of 1863 the territory of 
lodaho was formed, and all that Ne- 
braska land west of the present 
'Wyoming was taken away. 
This 
act, left Nebraska's land in almost 
the same form as it is today as a 
etate. There was one more change 
—a little piece of land in the north- 
ern part of the territory was taken 
away from Dakota and given to Ne- 
bmska. This last act put the Nio- 
brara river in Nebraska, and left 
the territory just as it was to ro- 
maih for years as a state. 


Congress on April 19, 1864, passed 
an "enabling act" giving the terri- 
tory of Nebraska, right to become a 
state whenever its people should 
want it. There was a great- fight, 
for many of the men who 
-were 


making money off the territory of 
Nebraska did not want it to become 
, a •state. Finally, though, the peo- 
ple voted by a majority of one hun- 
dred to enter the union. A consti- 
tution was framed but it was re- 
Jected by the national government 
because it allowed ..only white men 
to vote. . It was taken back; j-e- 
vlied, and^on March 1, 186T, Presi- 
dent ATidrew Johnson made a pro 
clamatlon declaring Nebraska 
< 
state. 


As a territory, Nebraska had been 
divided Into eight counties: Hurt, 
Cass, Dodge, Douglas, Flerce.~~For- 
ney, Richardson 
and "Washington 


Thomas B. Cumins, the first terri- 
torial governor, 
had proclaimed 


these counties as h* was authorized 
^by the national law governing ter- 
ritories.

War Over County Seats. 


The people had many problems 


to deal with in laying out the coun- 
ties, in dividing 
the "state 
into 


smaller tracts. A group of citizens 
in one place . wanted Hhe county 
seat at their town; others wanted 
it in another place. 
Bitter wars 


were waged over these matters, and 
some times counties were split into 
two so as to make both 
towns 


county seats. 


Consequently* the boundary lines 


of the first counties have under- 
gone considerable, change to reach 
nun picsent term. Nebraska now 
ha& nmety-thtee counties. 


Of those first eight counties of 


Nebraska territory, all exist today 
under t»e same name but two and 
n the same general location. But 
none have strictly retained then 
riginal form. And the name of 
Merce county was later changed to 


Otoe; that of Forney to Nemaha 
There were sixteen "new" coun- 
ties. They, too, have changed con- 
siderably in their territories. Those

Some Disappear. 


Blackbird, Clay, Greene, Jackson, 


Johnston, Izard, McNeale, and Loup 
have disappeared from the _nwtl. 
The names Clay and Lo"p remain 
but they are attached to counties 
far west of the original tracts so 
known. Blackbird was absorbed by 
Dakota county and the Omaha res- 
ervation m 1855-56. In the same 
year Jackson and Johnston were 
taken in by Nemaha, Clay, and 
Saline altogether; and Loup ana 
McNeale 
dissolved 
into 
Izard 


Madison, Monroe, and Platte. Later, 
Dixon and Pierce counties took tlw 
the place of the former Izard di- 
vision. 


Arguments over boundary lines, 


over the county seats, over town- 
ship lines, rivers, and .streams, con- 
tinued, 
and 
there 
were , many 


changes made in the counties. 
By 18S2, however, the first eight 


and the sixteen new counties had 
Become more or less fixed, and theii 
form had becoms the one that was 
to remain permanent.

As people moved into the west 


the huge plats of ground known as 
counties—such as Sioux, Custer 
Cheyenne—were divided into small- 
er tracts.

1891 was a different thing from that 
of 1882. The Omaha reser\e tract 
had become Thursday county. Holt

Wheeler, once a large square, had

Sioux county in 1882 was a huge 
tract of land extending over a .great 
share of Nebraska m the west. It 
was as large as a dozen counties 
there today But between that year 
and 1891 there were many cuttings-

re-arrangements 


Two strips were taken'off the south 
end of the~ county and made into 
Arthur,1* McPherson and Logan on 
the lowerHier; and Grant, Hooker 
and Thomas on the upper row 
A. 
large county was formed north of 


that (and in the northeast corner 
of the territory at first called Sioux 
counry) named Cherry.To the west 
itf 
Cherry were four 
divisions: 


Sheridan, Dawes, Box Butte and, 
along: the western state boundary, 
the new Sioux.'' 
The division of Cheyenne county 


came during- this same period be- 
tween 1882-and 1891. On- the east 
was formed Deuel county. Cheyenne 
was in the middle of its former ter- 
ritory. On the-west were three small 
divisions, Scott's Bluff, Banner and 
Kimball. 


Few Recant Change*. 


Since 1891 there have b«en only 


two major changes^ One was the 
formation of Garden county out of 
the upper part of Deuel. The other 
was the organizaion of Morrill out 
of Cheyenne. 
„

If you go out into any of the 


ninety-three counties 
today, and 
talk to the old settlers, they will 
tell you many interesting stories 
about the formation of new coun- 
ties out of old, and about the fights 
and feuds .and vwars there used to 
be over the different problems. 


"Jp m Knox county they tell about 


the unsuccessful attempt to split 
up that division into two tracts. 
Center, the'county seat, Jay on the 
exact middle point of the county 
And two other thriving towns, 
Verdigre on the wes,t and Bloom- 
field on the east, wanted the coun- 
ty seat. There was much discussion 
and 
many 
arguments, 
but 
the 


change was never brought about. 


County Non-Existent. 


The same "kind of a movement 


was started in Custer county ten or 
twelie .years ago, when agitation 
was started to divide that tract into 
four 
counties. 
The 
idea 
never 


reached materialization. 
Arthur county has an interesting 


history. Wh.en It was formed out of 
what was once McPherson* county 
(which in its turn had been a part 
of Sioux) a legislative act was 
needed, and was passed. But some 
yeais later the supreme court ruled 
that this act was unconstitutional, 
and that left Arthur county a mere 
nothingness 
This 
situation re- 


mained until 1313, when a commis- 
sion began to revise 
the statute 


book. The board did a fine aob of 
compiling a new statute book, re- 
arranging, organizing the laws, and 
cutting out all dead matter—such 
as the law whjch made Arthur a 
county. But by one of those unex- 
plainable errors the commission 
failed to cross that statute off the 
books After their task -was 'fin- 
ished, it was discovered that the 
law was -Hill there. So the legisla- 
ture passed a law—in a legal man- 
ner this time—which re-created Ar- 
thur county. A lot of trouble had 
been avoided. 
There are many tales like that. If 


you went into all the counties of 
Nebraska you would never hear an 
end of them. 


Nebraska's New Capitol, Started Four Years Ago, 


• Represents a Most Gigantic Building Undertaking

Like one Rome, Nebraska's new' 


capltol it, not being builded in a 
day.This stone embodiment of Ne- 
braska's statehood is a structure of 
the years. As the state has grown 
slowly but steadily through more 
than a half century, so is the great 
structure wherein is housed its gov- 
rnment rising bit by bit, and rear- 
ng itself stone by stone toward the 
kies that bend over the prairies, 
slowly, to us who visualize the fin- 
shed structure, but very steadily, 
:o us -who go away and return after 
a space of time. 
We who pass the huge piles of 


brick and beams, .the little circus 
irack of railway and the panting 
engine, day after day can.not real- 
ize the onward progress of the new 
capitol building. It sems the same 
today, as it was yesterday, that 
change is almost infinitesimal, that 
capitol building must be a thing- of 
the ages, instead of years. 


Men Carving History. 


And yet—one day we went by and 
the outer walls were in place. An- 
other day, and men were carvin? 
the history of all time on the balus- 
trades beside the great stone steps, 
over the^archlng doors, above the 
w indows. 
With scarcely a conscious thought 


of the building for months, -we sud- 
denly knew that the old gray build- 
ing \\ithln that had stood like a 
ghost inside the new walls -was 
[jone. A little later, and the gapins 
opening between the eastern walla 
was closing permanently. 


Watching Its Progress. 
We. have watched it grow from 


the first stone that was" laid through 
work on the second rection, well on 
toward the third. Yet, so quiet an j 
unostentatious is time, so swift and 
so many the events of every life, 
that few can give the history of 
Nebraska's 
newest 
capitol, 
the 


building that is to stand for genera- 
tions yet unborn,

Our usual reaction to dates on 


our most epic structure. 
The first concrete step 
toward 


providing a new home for the gov- 
mental activities was taken in 1907, 
when $25,000 was appropriated to 
erect a building to house the su- 
preme court, tho state library, and 
the historical society's office and 
museum at Sixteenth and H streets, 
with the thought of leaving the exe- 
cutive and legislative departments 
to occupy the space of a future new 
capitol. The basement of the build- 
ing was built, but Its purpose failed 
of realization, as a second appro- 
priation 
for the 
structure was 
vetoed by the governor in 1909. 


Deferred Until 1919. 
• 
From various reason, in spite of 
growing sentiment, the subject of 
,a new building was deferred until 
the legislature session of 1919. In that 
session, the 
Mears-Tracewell bill 
appropriating the sum of $5,000,30P 
to be raised by a special levy of 1^4 
mill* for six years was passed. It 
became effective when Governor 
McKelvle signed it February 
20, 


1919.The first meeting of the capitol 
commftslonj theii composed of Gov 
ernor McKelvie, George E Johnson, 
secretary of public works, and the 
three appointive members, whose 
personnel Is the same, W. E. Hardy, 
Walter Head, Omaha, and W. H. 
Thompson, Grand Island, was held 
May 9, 1919.

June 20, 1920, the jury of three

In May, 1922, announcement was 
made that four years "is the period 
of time estimated by members of 
the Nebraska capitol commission 
required to construct the 'new state 
building." At that time, about a

one of the members as sayljigr: 


"They hope to have it completed 


and ready for occupancy, including braska's capitol 
for 


the central tower, by the end of ' ' 
1925. 
Allowing 
for contingencies 
which may arise to delay opera- 
tions, the building will undoubtedly 
be finished by January 1, 1927." 


Three Yean to Go. 


Plans do go agley, for R. L. Coch- 
ran, secretary of the department of 
^public works and present secretary 
of' the commission, estimated last 
iveek that the capitol construction 
would not be complete until two 
years from next May, the date of 
the awarding- of the final contract, 
or, the neiv capitol, with its decora-

Two New Institutions. 


Yet, though the state lias pro- 
gressed educationally 
and 
intel- 
lectually in the three score years of 
its history, its criminal, its insane, 
its sick, and its wayward have not 
grown less, but 
have 
increased 
yearly, w^th but two or three" ex- 
ceptions 
Education "has taught Us 
to treat the criminal with human- 
ity, but it has not taught us how to 
prevent his crime nor to do away 
with mental and physical illness. 
Within the last half dozen years, 
Nebraska has had to build two new 
institutions for its delinquent young 
people. 
, At the close of November, 1914, 
when the flrst .biennial report of 
the board of control was published, 
Nebraska had fifteen state institu- 
tions, the men's reformatory and 
the state reformatory for women 
not having been established 
At 
'that time, the institutional popula- 
tion numbered 4521, which was a 12 
per cent increase in that blennium. 
In May of this year, the institu- 
tions had been increased to seven- 
teen. and the population to 6559. 
In' 1916, the number of men, wo- 
men* and children in state care 
numbered, 4864, in 1919, 4907, in 
1921, 
4980, in July, 1923, 5917, and 
this ~year, 6559 


The number of employes has in- 
creased in rather definite propor- 
tion to the increase in the number 
of patients and inmates. 
At the 
close of the 3914 biennium, 721 per- 
sons were caring for the state In- 
stitutions. 
In 
1-91G, this number 


had decreased by three, but since 
that time the tendency has been to- 
ward increased employment, until 
in May, 1926, 978 men and women 
were employed for the state wards.

dren today, whereas forty-seven did 
the work in 1914. The York reforma- 
tory staff has grown from seven 
to ten in six years, and the men's 
reformatory officers and employes 
from twenty-six to thirty.

the refrigerator more or less waste 
hours. From the end of the period

Under such 
conditions, bacteria 


may flourish with amazing progress 
and bacteria cause food, deteriora- 
tion. Science tells us that perish- 
able foods should be kept in tem- 
peratures below 50 degrees -F, be- 
cause above that 
point bacteria 


present in most kinds of food be- 
come active and multiply rapidly. 


Investigation has proved that an 
almost negligible percentage of ice-

temperature cooler than 50 degrees, 
the danger point. 


Injurious to Health. 


Even though one Is able to re- 


ice a refrigerator more frequently, 
conditions are unfavorable for food. 
Ice must melt to release the cold 
that is stored up in |t. In the melt- 
ing process, the ice gives off mois- 
ture which forms a damp coating 
on the surface of foods. Mold may 
form, providing an Ideal breeding 
place for germs, many of them in- 
jurious to health. . 


Electric refrigeration provides a 


dry cpld, which is an enemy of bac- 


terial growth. In an electrically re- 
frigerated box, there is no melting 
cake of ice, but a metal cooking 
tank occupies the ice compartment 
As a magnet attracts steel, this 
coolintr tank draws to its surface 
every particle of moisture''In the 
Ice box. There It is converted into 
frost. 


A dry, constant cold results — 


many degrees lower than is over 
attained in the ordinary refriger- 
ator. In tils' temperature bacteria 
can not thrive. Fruit and vegetables 
remain fresh and firm for 
many 
days. Fresh milk and cream 
stay 


fresh and sweet for five and 
six 
days. 


Protects Baby's Health. 


"\Vhere there arc babies in the 


home, impure milk Is a 
deadly 


danger from bacteria, as it keeps 
It at the proper temperature. Moth- 
ers of babies and small children 
have found that their worries about 
the state of the milk are lessened 
when they leave its preservation to

The greatest development in ex- 


tensions by the-water department, 
according to the 
reports 
of the 


city auditor, have been made since 
1921, 
when the reports show that 


the total mileage of water mains 
was 1AI.7. 
Since 1920 the figure 


has inci^ased to 16054. The larg- 
est year -was 1922 when the mile- 
age inci eased from. 111.7 to 141.6. 


The water department was start- 


ed in 1SS3 and had; grown between 
that date and the close of 1S11 un- 
til there was 71% miles of piping 
under ground supplying water to 
all corners of the city. 


Prom the first there were no com- 


plete records, according to Com- 
missioner Schroeder. The 1911 fig- 
ures are based on a measure made 
from maps, it is said 


Mains were laid prior to 1916 up- 


on the request of real estate men, 
upon the payment of ?G per lot for 
the territory in which the mains 
were to be laid. The purchasers of 
the property then were assessed $6 
per lot whether they used the water 
or not. 


This was unfair and frequently 


went Into high figures, and was 
stopped in 1916. In 1919 the prac- 
tice of laying main's in districts 
was adopted and the districts were 
called "fire districts." 
Only two 


were, constructed under this name, 
however, and in 1920 the practice 
of forming a district on petition of 
the property owners was adopted. 


The first -ordinance 
of conse- 


quence that established water rates 
was approved by the city council 
on April 20, 18S5.

Founding-Of Lincoln Was 


Result Of Pioneers' Dreams 


Of A Great Salt Industry 


FLORENCE GRAVES GARDNER. 


Many years ago, long before the 


whites had 
extended their march 


beyond the banks of the Mississippi 
river, a 
tribe of Indians icsided 


upon the Platte, near its junction 
with the Saline. 


Among these was one, the chief 


warrior of the nation, celebrated 
throughout 
all 
the 
neighboring 


country, for his fierce and and un- 
spailng disposition. Not a hostile 
village within 
several 
hundred 


milcsi, but wailed for those who had 
fallen beneath his arm; not a brook 
but had run red with the blood ot 
his victims. 


Yet theie was one who clung to 


him and loved him, in defiance of 
the sterness of his rugged nature 
It was the daughter of tho chief of 
the village; a beautiful girl and 


raceful ab one of the fawns of her 


own pialrle. 
,- 


She became his wife and he loved 


her with all the fieice encrgv of 
his natuie. It was a new feeling to 
him. 
It stole like a sunbeam over 


the dark passions of his heart. His 
feelings gushed forth to meet the 
warm affection ot the only being 
that had ever loved him. Her sway 
over him was unbounded 


But this flid not last long. She 


died, he bin led her; lie uttcied nu 
wail, he shed no tear. No sound of 
grief was heard from him—all was 
as silent as a tomb. The morning 
came and with its earliest dawn he 
left the lodge. His "body was cov- 
ered with war paint and he was 
fully armed as if for some expedi- 
tion. He paused a. moment over

"•Attracted Many. 


This is the 
legend 
of the salt 


basin of Lancaster 
county. 
The 


first settlers in Lancaster county 
were attracted here by the fame of 
this basin, which in that early day 
had extended as far east at Platts- 
mouth and Nebraska. City.

early settlers made many fanciful 
pictures of the 
wealth to 
be ob- 


tained from these basins and pic- 
tured to themselves a great city 
built near by, whose great source 
of -wealth should be the working of 
the "salt wells." 


in the earlier history a well wns 


sunk several hundred feet deep, on 
the east side of Oak, near. If not 
in, "what is now know 
as

Lincoln. 
This, 
likts the 
aitesian 


well 'in the post Office square, was 
finally abandoned ,as no brine Oi 
sufficient strength was found that 


would answer 
for

purposes. As to the best means of 
utilizing this brine about the coun- 
ty, there were and still are differ- 
ent opinions,, but no one has as j et 
solved the problem 


March 6, 1S55, by act of the legis-

its name from that county of Eng- 
land which is known as Lancaster 
3n the year 1S56, January 26, the 
boundaries were re-established and 
redefined.

First White Settler. 


The first permanent white set- 


tler in the county of Lancaster was 
John D. Prey Mr. Prey was born 
in Glasgow, Scotland. Immediately 
atter his 
marriage 
to 
Margaret 


Gibson in 1S21, he sailed for Am- 
erica to make a new home for his 
family. 


On June 15, 
1866,^ after 
many 


years in this country, Mr. Prey and 
his son. stopped on 
Salt Creek, 


about tiiree miles from the present 
site of Lincoln 
Shortly afterwards 


they went farther up this stream. 
Here they took claims for them- 
t.clves and three other sons 


At that time^ the 
land in this 


county was not surveyeS, nor -was 
there a land office established un- 
til 1S57 of. Nebraska City. The Bufey 
family took up five claims, one'be- 
ing at Centerville, section 24, town 
S, range 6, on which John W. Pre^y, 
a son, made ,his continuous resi- 
dence until December, 1SSS. when 
he moved with his family to Lin- 
coln. 


These were "days, of hardships, 


times'that tried men's souls and the 
pioneers who braved the dangers of 
storm and cold and starvation and 
Incftan depiedations are"~to be hon- 
ored. 
Soon after the Preys located in 


Lancaster county the salt basins 
began to attract people from every- 
where and the present Lincoln was 
the Meoca for many a settler who 
came to get the salt wherewith his 
daily food should be savored. From 
Plattsmouth and Nebraska Clty~aa« 
later from Beatrice, came the peo- 
ple with ox-teams and on foot to 
get the product of the basin 
Some 


of these visitors would remain a 
few hours, others several days: 
some would boil down the water of 
the basin and thus get the --salt, 
while others would scrape up the 
thin deposit and clean it from the 
dust. 


The first winter was one of tl n 


1 ardest in the history of the coun- 
ty. The cold was Intense and tho 
snow averaged on the level three 
to four feet dccp> But the bright, 
warm bracing days of early sprinc 
time dispelled ^this and the Proys 
s,et out to break more land and 
put in their spring crops. 
Only a 


little cbrn was planted that year, 
1S57, 
but in'1858, the tbird year, a 


large crop^ w.ts raised and pros- 
perity began to dawn upon them.

Had Indian Scare. 


,* Soon after the Preys first settlod 
here, and before the little group of 
sottlcrs around Saltlllo, tho^e right 
here In the basin and another 1H- 


. .tie group out near Stevens . Oracle 


had enlarged to any 
extent, oc- 


curred the first Indian scare. 
• "A man named Davis who had set- 
tlod near Saltlllo, had a great de-

Boundaries Of Lincoln 
Have Seen 


The story of Lincoln's territorial 


expansion, is one that reads almost 
like fiction 
' It has been marked 


with 
ramifications 
which * would 


astound the legal"authorities of the 
present day and 
theie have been 


happenings which 
probably .would 


not be tolerated now. 


There have been throwing out 


and taking in of the city limits, with 
a resultant loss and gain of terri- 
tory In the main, however, the bal- 
ance has always been favorable to 
the expansion side. 


The territorial 
development of 


any city, like that of a common- 
wealth or even an empire is not 
brought about in a day 
Neither is 


it the result of the efforts of any 
one man or single group of men 
It 


is the zesult of years; the outcome 
of the efforts of the best minds 
working individually and collective- 
ly with all interests within its con- 
fines to a common end 


Growth is Maintained. 


From tho first' day Lincoln was 


laid out as a townsite history dis- 
closes that those 
elements which 


make for the progress of a mu- 
nicipality have held sway in Ne- 
braska's capital This is shown in a 
study of the 
epochal 
expansion. 


Each ten years shows a strongly 
maintained growth , Each a l s o 
shows, -nhen viewed from present 
day standards, that the develop- 
ment has been along- what from the 
beginning was considered the logical 
direction for it to grow. 


Not only do epochal lines show 


the development of Lincoln terri- 
torially to have been consistent. 
This is also shown by records which 
reveal that the territorial expansion 
has been occasioned by the de"" 
mands of an influx of population. 


In the early days a few polling 


places sufficed. With the spreading 
of the city 
limits 
more 
became 


necessary until division into dis- 
tricts or wards wai a natural re- 
sult. First, it is shown, there were 
four. 
Then there were seven and 


now ten 
As time marched on a 


single polling place m a- ward was 
inadequate and they were divided 
Into precincts. Thus the situation is 
today but the population has in- 
creased and become centralized un- 
til in many of the wards the pre- 
cincts have been divided and then 
subdivided. Now there are fifty- 
eight polling places, or a growth in 
population so rapid 
that 
polling 


places have had to be provided at 
an average of one each year since 
*he city was founded. 
It will" not be long when some ot 


those precincts which have not yet 
been cut up will be divided at least 
once and sometimes twice. 


Expansion to Southeast. 


From the very first the territorial 


expansion of Lincoln nas been gen- 
erally toward- the southeast, with 
developments towards the northeast, 
north, and to the south and south- 
east. 
With the growth of the city came 


the railroads. As they always have 
done they followed the avenue of 
least resistance and have marked 
the western boundary line of the 
city for many years. Once or twice 
the" 
limits extended across 
the 


tracks but with no avail. 
People 


would not follow them, and In at 
least two Instances the line was( 
later withdrawn. 
Lincoln's territorial expansion Is 


jUmost like a dream when studied 
from the standpoint 
of dry 
and 


musty records which have lain lo. 
these many years In the city hall 
without being molested. Digging 
them 
out 
was 
doublv 
difficult 


through the fnct that 
since 1903 


none, of rho city fathers have scorned 
t6 fool that there was anv need for

To tho •southward

Limits to Reformatory Once. 


A further study cf the records re- 


veals that at one epoch in the city's 
history the city limits were extended 
almost to. what is todav the state 
reformatory 
At that time it was 


known as "Western Normal college, 
still later as the Western Polycch- 
nic Insntute. And still latre it was 
occupied by a school where young 
men were taught the printing in- 
dustry, especially the 
mechanical 


side. When the building was used 
as a normal 
school a Professor 


Doane was Its guiding genius. He 
came to Lincoln from Shenandoah. 
Iowa 
-v 
At tn"e time the boundary was 


shoved to that remote corner the 
lands were all used for agricultural 
purposes. There was a belief in that 
boom period. It was about 1SS7, that 
the city would grow in that direc- 
tion and the land owners wished to 
be in on the ground floor, it is 
said by old residents. Among those 
who owned property there were a 
man named Fisher and Cap't A. M 
Trimble, who passed away only a 
few years ago 


Two or three 
years, 
however, 


convinced these men that they could 
never realize on their project'to any 
great extent and they asked to havfe 
the limits withdrawn to the city 
propei."' Legal authoiities declared 
against them, however, contending 
that once inside the city, always in- 
side. 
The owners of the land did not 


believe them and backed their be- 
lief with an action in district court 
which they won. This was about

Lots Sell at Auction. 


During the time the territory was 


inside the city one of the land own- 
ers divided part of his property into 
town lots and sold them at auction 
The auction is believed by some to 
be about the first such anywhere 
fn this section of the country. 


There was a large crowd present 


and those who listened to the auc- 
tioneer 
say 
that 
bidding was 


spirited. Among the onlokers was 
William Schroeder, present head of 
thd water and light department. I 
was not bidding," he declared, "but 
nevertheless I bought the first lo: 
sold," at a figure considerably be- 
low $100.

A situation similar in some re- 


spects to that west of the city, also 
developed to tne north. A l.argu 
expanse of territory was taken into 
the city through extension of the 
limits only later to find Itself high 
and dry outside again. 
This happened, at about the same 


time .the expansion was made to the

Extension in 1903. 


By 1903 the city limits were ex- 


tended to what is now the north 
line of Belmont

The development of 
paving 
in 


Lincoln has been gradual, no one 
peiiod being noticeably outstanding 
except within the last three or four 
years, when the number of miles 
reached fourteen in 1923.

The total miles of paving to Jan- 


uary 1, 1825 was 142 47.

The Steaming Radiator. 


"When the water in the cooling 


system suddenly turns to steam, clue 
to evaporation or leakage, do not 
add water immediately to the radi- 
ator to cool the engine, but allow it 
to drop to a temperature that will 
not burn the fingers.

Replacing Old Wooden Spans 


Reflect Spirit of Nebraska

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Standing on the 
banks of the 


Missouri river on the eastern side, 
a little group .of rugged pioneers 
jazed across the silver stream 
sparkling in the 
rising^ sunshine 


into a land of promise.and oppor- 
tunity. To ford or to canoe across 
tliis mammoth river was a ques- 
tion. Finally, -deciding on the lat- 
ter method, they chose a large pine 
tree felled it and hollowed it suffi- 
ciently to carry them across. With 
all aboard, it was. shoved off and 
glided across the stream. 
Thus 


landed Nebraska's first settlers. 
Today 
this 
is 
all 
changed. 
Through a steady evolution and 
progressive spirit, the necessity of 
crossing 
treacherous 
streams 
in 


fragile boats has passed. Pontoon, 
bridges and shaky timber* tres- 
tles have also vanished into

past ..and instead, stands the solid 
arftistic substantial concrete struc- 
ture, 
< strongly 
re-enforced 
with 
steel making a durable crossing 
that will withstand spring freshets, 
floods and wind. 
The first universal bridge in Ne- 
braska . was

upon a convenient place to cross, 
traders, cattle men,

Pontoon, bridges followed but never 
really replaced the ford- 


First- Pontoon Bridge. 


The first, pontoon bridge in Ne- 
braska was built about 
twenty 


miles east of North Platte at Fort 
JMcPherson in '1SG5. This was com- 
posed of flat boats and scows nailed 
together 
with 
iron 
spikes 
and 


wooden pegs forming a rough cross- 
ing. 
Freshets and high 
winds 


would easily' carry this type of 
bridge away and they were never 
very 
practical. 
The boats were 
made from old giant logs and other 
virgin timber. 
Other pontoon bridges spanned 
the Platte at later dates and one 
was built across the Niobrara in 
1SSO north of Ainsworth. The Pol-' 
lock bridge across the Platte 
at 
Plattsmouth was once entirely a 
pontoon structure and yet there are 
some pontoon boats across narrow 
strips of water, as at this point 
the Platte is very wide- and the 
channel interspersed" with 
many.'

Tho Camp Clarke bridge which is 


five miles west of what is now 
Bridgeport, Neb., has' a 
history 


which is nearly a page in the 
chronicles of the state. 
In 1876,' 
John T. Clarke of Omaha' got $50,000 
together and built a long: lagging 
trestle bridge nearly one-half mile 
across. No trading posts were^lo- 
cated for several miles about nor 
was any other signs of habitation 
vxisable. Business lagged for a few 
years, but when the Black Hills 
gold rush came, thousands crossed 
this bridge and in. a 
few.years 
Clarke had made more than- twice 
his investment. 
Some spars- still 
stand In the. river. 
After Clarke 
mide his money he refused to either 
sell the bridge or keep it up so it 
fell to decay and has not been-used 
for a quarter of a century. / 


Single Span Bridgei. 


Across small - streams, a single 
span bridge was usually made along 
the latter part of the nineteenth 
century. 
Long 
abutments were 


built of .logs at^he ends and one 
span cast across the middle. Some- 
times if this was too wide, a central 
pier wa's driven Into the river bed 
and a two span bridge constructed. 


By 1911 nearly all of the bridges 


in the state were privately, owned 
due to the fact that the state only 
constructed inter-state bridges, and 
the counties were to poor'.to build 
large 
bridges 
themselves.

Cronin, a member of the legislature 
at this time spent his entire session 
pleading for a state aid bridge bill, 
which was dramatically passed at 
the closing moments of the session.

State aid bridge funds supply

Creek on East O street is a typical 
county bridge of concrete with re- 
enforced piers and artistic molds. 
During the past year, a structure 


crossing the Platte has been com-

P. Henry, 
president of the A. A A. declared. 


Clubs Are Public Utilities. 


Mr. Henry stressed the Tact that 


the services of organized motorists 
in Great Britain at 
this 
crucial 


moment was 
the 
most 
striking 


demonstraion ever atforded of the 
claim that motor clubs are today 
public utilities as well as vital ser- 
vice institutions. 


President Henry quoted the fol- 


lowing tribute from one of the lead- 
ing London newspapers relative to 
the part 
taken bv the 
organized 


motorists of the United Kingdom: 


Because of their larger member- 


ship and greater resources, the 835 
clubs 
constituting the American 


Automobile association could be de- 
pended on to play ever} bit as im- 
portant a role as that placed bi 
the British club in the event of an 
emergency in transportation. 


"Qf course," said Mr. Henry, "It is 


to be understood that the clubs and 
the members thereof 
would play 


their part without taking sides m 
an economic or industrial contro- 
versy. But such contrcn ersies 
in- 


variably afford 
opportunities for 


public spirited citizens to maintain 
order and confidence in the ability 
of the masses of the population to 
protect 
themselves from some of 


the worst consequences of economic 
struggle. It Is to be sincerely hoped 
that the A. A. A. and its clubs will 
never be called to act a part sim- 
ilar to that played by the 
Auto- 


mobile association of Great Britain.

Pioneer Professional Men 


And Merchants Took Active 
Part In Building Lincoln 


Among the citizens of early Lin- 


coln there were very few rich men. 
But there were many willing work- 
ers in the ranks of business and 
professional men. 


Perhaps the first doctor to settle 


in Lancaster county was, Dr. John 
M.. McKesson in 1S63, uncle of J. 
C. F. McKesson who makes his 
home in Lincoln at the present time. 
Dr. McKesson's homestead stood be- 
tween Eleventh and Twelfth streets 
and a little north of Vine street 
He practiced in the Lancaster col- 
ony which was composed of Young, 
Da'wson, Merrill, Giles, Harris, La- 
vender, AVarnes, Humeiick, Hud- 
son and a few others. Thib colony 
was laterlthe city of Lincoln. 
In addition to Doctor McKesson, 


there came in 1SGS and 1S69 Dis. H. 
D. Gilbert, George AV. French and 
J.' AV. Strickland. 
The latter, an 


Onion, continued his practice until 
1874 when he enteied' the flour and 
feed busmebs at .Raymond.

He w 
born in Henry County, 111. Dr. B. 
L. Paine came one year sooner and 
took up his practice. He later be-

Early Lawyers.

bar in Lancaster county was John 
S Gregory under Judsre Dundy In

J. E. Philpot, S. B

Robinson, S. B Pound, Ezra Tull's, 
Major Strunk and Samuel J Tuttle. 
Mr. Tuttle still keeps an office in 
the Bankeis Life Buildings and is 
still active in his profession Col- 
onel Philpot is at present making 
his home in Florida and has passed 
his 90th birthday

a every year. At frequent intervals 
•y, that pi-eduction has reached well 
<-»into the 60 million bushels and In 
"*' 1915 the total production was more 
"than 71 million bushels. During the 
«*peak of war time prices the value 
5 of a single year's wheat crop was 
'~ estimated at more than 122 mil- 
S lions of dollars. 
** And wheat is not the most valu- 
£able crap that this state produces. 
"The value of the corn crop for this 
t^same period was nearly three times 
«• greater. 
£ The early years of Nebraska's 
«history were not wheat-producing 
JZyears. The early settlers depended 
ion corn as their principal crop. But 
•*lt did not take them long to discover 
rCthat the fertile soil of these prairie 
glands was as suitably adapted to the 
^growing of wheat and other small 
.^•grains as it was to corn 
2. As soon as the farmers had* le- 
«-co\ered from the setbacks tl'ey had 
^received in the early seventies from 
"drouth and grasshoppers they went 
5n fOi- wheat-raising with a vim that 
wfar surpassed any efforts that had 
"been made up to that time In 1S7S 
«»the wheat acreage was three times

The amount of monej that wheat 
growers lose on dockage

quality grain is enormous, Gooddmg 
points out. Dockage m wheat is the 
dirt, sand,- weed seeds, stem chaff, 
and straw. Much of this can be re- 
moved by proper cleaning.

Time is forever bringing changes 


and 
Uncle Sam's postal 
business 


has come in for its share in Lin- 
coln. 
Such a thing as parcel post was 


not dreamed of in the days of Lin- 
coln's 
first 
post 
office. 
There 


would have been no more amazed 
' man in the city than the postmas- 
ter had a kitty, or a puppy-dog or 


• a pair of rabbits come Into his of- 


fice addressed to a citizen of Lin- 
coln. 


But since 1913. the year tha.t 


marked the beginning of the parcel 
post business there has been a re- 
markable growth 
in 
postal 
re- 


ceipts. 
Before that time the ex- 


press companies had practically all 
of the business and since there 
was no competition, the public-wass 
often forced to pay excessive rates. 


Thanks to Uncle Sam and nis 


desire to give everybody a square 
deal, the parcel post system was 
inaugurated January 1, 1913 and 
from that date the business has 
grown rapidly. 
The Lincoln post office has come 


In for its share of increase in busi- 
ness/ 
Ray 
Mitchell who is in 


charge of the department, came to 
the Lincoln 
office 
just 
a 
few 


months after the opening of the 
new department. 
The first four years did not wit- 


ness a large growth. In fact the 
first seven years did not show any 
extraordinary increase in the re- 
ceipts of the office but with the 
beginning of the 
year 
1920, the 


growth of the parcel post business 
has been rapid. 


Great Increase. 


In 
1916, the 
Lincoln 
office 


handled during the month of July, 
652 
insured 
parcels 
while 
the 


month of July, 1926, showed 6,508 
insured parcels. 
The insured par- 


cols represent only a small part 
of tho total parcel post business. 


Tho month of December, 3916, 


(this is as far back as records have 
been kept for parcel post at the 
Lincoln office) the largest month 
of the year, there 
were 
mailed 


1,027 insured parcels while for tlie 
same month in 1925 there were 26,- 
274 Insured parcels mail-id. 


At certain times, a count is made 


of parcels coming through the par- 
cel post window. 
This clou.3 not 


include tons and tons 01' parcel 
that are already stamped for ship- 
ment and that arrive at the rear 
door of tho post offir.u. 
One of 


these counts taken from November 
1 to 7 inclusive in 1922, reveal-sc 


-> tho fact that an average of '193 


parcels came through the indows 
every hour or over 3 parcels a mtn- 
uto for a period of eleven hours a 
day. 


The parcel post deportment has 


never been a paying business, in 
fact. It has been qulto a drain on 
the treasury, but adhering to hi, 
original purpose, Unclo Sam has 
ever tried to. make of this branch 
of the post business, a vehicle of 
"service" first. 


Since the beginning of tl'e post 
' office department of the sovvrn- 


ment, the slogan has been "Ser- 
vice."

Butler Had Three Terms. 


While David Butler was very pop- 


ular with the old-time pioneers and 
is the only man ever to have been 
elected governor of the state three 
times, the charge 
of using state 


money for his 0\yn purposes 'was 
brought against "him in 1871. "He 
was impeached and removed from 
office by the state senate, and the 
secretary 
of state. William 
H. 


James, 
became 
governor. 
Later 


Butler turned property of his own 
over to the state to pay back the 
$16,881.26 which he was accused of 
having taken from the public school 
fund and in 1877 the 
legislature 


passed a resolution to expunge from 
thg journals all records of the im- 
peachment and removal *from of- 
fice of Nebraska's first governor. . 


Williaan 
H. James was elected 


secretary of state in 1S70. His term 
of' acting governor beginning after 
the impeachment of Governor Bjit- 
Icr, June 2, 1871 continued 
until 


January 10, 1873. He was a former 
Ohio man who 'had alternately been 
armer, clerk, mechanic, law stu- 
dent and finally tanner and mer- 
chant in Dakota county. 


Robert "W. Furnas, the third gov- 


•rnor of the state was also born in 
Ohio. He had considerable.military 
prestige and was a pioneer devotee 
>f agriculture and horticulture. An 
orphan at eight years of ago, a 
printer's apprentice at-seventeen, a. 
country editor at twenty-three, he 
was forty-nine 
years 
old 
when 


elected executive head of the state. 
All of the early administrations had 
.o stand a good deal of criticism and 
;he act of Governor Furnas in par- 
doning a man who had swindled 
Fremont people 
out 
of 
?50,000 


time. 
The handling of the state 


school funds • and the struggle be- 
tween' homesteaders and the cat- 
tlemen in the ,western part of the 
state were important problems met 
with his administration. 
He was a 


republican and was forty years old 
when he took the oath of office in 
1883.

John Milton Thayer, the seventh 


man to serve as governor for Ne- 
braska/ was very prominent in the 
early.-history of the state. He was 
born'in Massachusetts on January 
24, 1820, educated at Brown univer- 
sity and later practiced law .in both 
Omaha-and Lincoln. He was brig- 
adier-general of the First Nebraska 
state militia, - organized to combat 
an Indian 
uprising, and displayed 


great bravery as a colonel in the 
army during the Civil war. 


He served as one of the state's 


first United States 
senators and 


later was appointed as governor of 
l he territory of Wyoming. Under 
President Cleveland he was given 
a* pension of ?100 a month for the 
remainder of his life. He was six- 
iy-seven years old when he took 
the oath of office-r-the oldest man 
to serve "as governor. It was dur- 
ing his administration 
that <• tlu; 


problem of the location of the cap- 
itol which had nearly resulted in a 
division of the state, was finally 
settled. 


After his regular term of office 


had expired General Thayer hekl 
over for a time because of a dis- 
pute as to whether the newly elect- 
ed g-overncr, James E. Boyd, wab 
eligible to 
take 
office.

charged that Boyd . having 
been 


born in Ireland and never natural- 
ized in the United Slates was not 
eligible to hold office: 
Finally af- 


ter the matter had been .dragged 
through all the courts, in the su- 
preme tribunal of the' United State 
a decision was made

clared that Boyd was among thos<- 
given a "collective naturalization' 


'cated Governor Poynter who was 
running for reelection. Dietrich had 
been born in Illinois—the .'state 
which was the birthplace of so 
many of our governors—on Novem- 
ber 26, 1853. ' He

Chicago 


vhore he was in the employment of 
a hardware firm, for Arkansas in. 
1873 but was robbed and .almost 
killed 'on his way there. Then he 
vent into the black hill region of 
South Dakota and in 1873 settled 
in Hastings where he was a banker 
and was engaged in the mercantile 
Business.

- Lieutenant Governor Ezra P. Sav- 
age of Sargent, -who became gov- 
ernor upon the resignation of Gov- 
ernor Dietrich, had been a soldier 
and scout during the civil war with 
both Grant and Sherman. He en- 
gaged in . cattle 'raising in Custer 
county after the war and laid put 
the city of Sargent. He also served 
as the first mayor of South Omaha.

Samuel R. McKelvie, republican 


governor from 1919 to 1923, was an-- 
other Nebraska born and educated 
man a«d was mucVL younger than 
tlip average age when he t'ook of- 
fice.

April 16, 1831, and secured his edu- 
cation at a business college and at': 
the University of Nebraska. He en- 
tered newspaper work in this state 
and at the time of his election was 
editor and publisher of The ' Ne- 
braska Farmer, making his home at 
Lincoln. 


Charles W. Bryan of Lincoln 


served as the twenty-first governor 
of the state from 1923 to 1925. He 
was born at Salem, 111., on Febru- 
ary 19, 1867, and was educated" at 
the University of Chicago and Il- 
linois college and moved to Lincoln 
in 1891. He was associated with his 
brother, William Jennings .Bryan, 
as secretary and buskiess manager 
and later as publisher and associate 
editor of "The Commoner." 
As 


mayor of Lincoln he became prom- 
inent through his installation of a 
municipal coal yard and his fight 
to lower the price 
of 
gasoline. 


•"When chosen as vice presidential 
candidate in 1924 he withdrew his 
candidacy for a second term as gov- 
ernor of the state. 
The present governor, Adam Mc- 


Mullen, is the twenty-second per- 
son to hold that office in the state 
of Nebraska. He was born in New 
York state in 1873 and came to 
Wymore with his parents in 1SS4. 
FoV a time after his graduation 
from high school he. worked as a 
grocery clerk in his father's store 
and as a printer's devil. He was 
graduated from the University of 
Nebraska and practiced law in 
Beatrice, Neb. He was inaugurat- 
ed on January 8, 1925, the last gov- 
ernor to take the oath of office in 
the old-capitol building.

Civil Cases Are Many. 


After that come civil cases, the 


bulk of the court's business. Ihe 
municipal 
court has jurisdiction 


over-every kind of civil case in- 
volving not more than ?1,000, and it 
reaches out over all of Lancaster 
founly for its plaintiffs and Us de- 
fendants. 
The cases are of eyer> 


kind from a grocer's or doctoi a bill 
to a suit for damages. 
Finally, state criminal cases are 


handled in the court. 
For all of- 
fenses 
constituting 
misdemeanors 


the municipal judge has authority 
to rule; and for felonies, the defen- 
dants are usually arraigned in mu- 
nicipal court, given a preliminary 
hearing if they desire it and then 
if the evidence warrants it, are 
bound over to district 
court for 


trial. There can be no disposition 
of a case, however/ by the judge, 
unless he dismisses the action at 
preliminary hearing. Even if a man 
pleads guilty to a 
felony charge 


Judge Chappell must bind him over 
to the superior court for sentence. 


Clerks Kept Busy. 


The task, then, of keeping things 


running smoothly, of getting all the 
cases before the court on schedule 
time, of rounding up lawyers and 
plaintiffs and defendants and wit- 
nesses, appears to be one of some 
dimensions. That work falls to 
Chief Clerk Clarence Becker and 
Deputy Clerk Roy Butterbaugh. 


There are records to be kept, too. 


Attaches of the court recently de- 
vised a system unlike any other that 
is known to them. It meets their 
needs and gives information quick- 
ly faultlessly to any one. however 
unfamiliar he may be with court 
procedure. 
Almost every., kind 
of 
criminal 


case has been before the court since 
it was inaugurated in January of 
1925. Among these are complaints 
of burglary, hold-up, breaking cus- 
tody, bootlegging, transporting li- 
quor, possession of liquor, manufac- 
ture of -the same, possession of a 
still, -murder, bastardy, contributing 
to delinquency of a minor, failure to 
support, wife and child abandon- 
ment, assault and battery, grand 
larceny, 
petty 
larceny, 
no-fund 
checks, forgery, disorderly conduct, 
intoxication, and assault with intent 
to do great bodily harm. 
Arouses Judge's Ire. 


One civil action which stands out 


among those filed in municipal court 
was a suit brought by a 19-year-old 
boy to recover a watch which he 
gave his erstwhile "sweetie."- Judge 
Chappell heard the case and almost 
literally drove the plaintiff out of 
court, without ordering the defen- 
dant to turn over the gift. 
Police offenders say, "I don't un- 


derstand this. I was fined a dollar 
and costs, and I thought I was get- 
tine out easy. But the costs were 
$4.70!"

A Worth-While Sugge«tion. 


Always throw out the clutch when 


rounding a sharp comer. 'It has a 
benaficial offect upon the tires. 
Whenever the car tends to skid, dua 
to itb deflection from the straight 
course a cross strain is brought to 
bear on the tire treads, which is 
directly proportional to the weight 
of the vehicle and the radius of tho 
curve 
and 
proporitional to the 


square of its velocity. If the power 
is applied in rounding a curve the 
tendency to rip off the tires is fur - 
ther aggravated by the backward 
drag due to traction. 
If the clutch 


i& released, however, the factor is 
eliminated and the strain is there- 
by reduced. 


Engine 
Efficiency. 


There are five things absolutely 


essential to ths proper running ot 
an engine, namely, correct mixture, 
good compression, proper ignition, 
perfect 
lubrication 
and 
cooling. 


Xeglect either of the last two men- 
tioned and the trouble will not be 
one which can be lepaliod at the 
roadside or nearest garage. It -will 
be one which will require the re- 
placing of destroyed or ruined parts. 
Therefore every day look to the 
water in the radiator and see that 
the fan belt is In place. Take no 
chances about oil or grease.

sure there is enough, and that it is 
in good condition. Replace the oil in 
the crankcase often. 


Brake Adjustment. . 


The most important factor in se- 


curing control of a car is the brakes. 
One point that should be as much 
of a habit in motoring as keeping 
an adequate supply of gasoline and 
oil in the machine is the testing 
of the brakes whene\er_the car is 
to be driven in heavy tralfic. This 
can be done by throwing out the 
clutch and applying the brakes, if 
they do not appear to be working 
effectively 
adjust them or ha-ve 


them attended to at the earliest 
possible moment:

ble or expense of lepairmg brake-s 
is much cheaper than a bioken 
fender or the smashed parts of an- 
other car Into which one may crash 
because his or her car's brakrs

of the stress and stiuin that Un- 
burden of their war debts to the 
United States has placed upon them. 
In the sixty years that records 


have been kept of this state's pro- 
duction of corn, the total estima- 
ted value of that single crop h s 
amounted to more than three and 
one-half billion dollars—to be exact, 
$3,479,195,517. That figure includes 
only the fifty-nine years between 
1*866 and 1925. It does not include 
the value of this year's crop which 
without doubt will be worth more 
than one hundred million dollars.

the total value of Nebraska's corn 
crop Is estimated. 


In Seven Years. 
What is still moie significant 
is> 
that the total value of Nebraska';, 
corn crop during the last seven 
years exceeded the total value of 
the corn crop for a. period of thirty 
years between 1S66 and 1002 b>' 
more than a thousand dollars. And

Efforts are now being made by 


the dairy husbandry department of 
tho state college of agriculture to 
increase the average production of 
each cow that is maintained. Farm- 
ers are being urged to cull out the 
"boarders." Better breeds are being 
Introduced and those poor producers 
are being discarded. 
The cost of 


maintaining a poor producer Is no 
greater than that of maintaining a 
high producer. The. profits that are 
to be taken from ' dairying must 
come from greater production per 
cow. It is not being urged that few- 
er cows be kept, but it is being 
urged that only those that are cap- 
able of producing at a profit to 
their owners be kept. 


Since 1019 the gallon production 


per cow, taking the state as a whole 
has been increased eighty-six gal- 
lons. The importance of this pro- 
duction increase can be appreciated 
when the 625,000 cows now being 
maintained are considered. It means 
an Increase of 53,750,000 gallons a. 
year over what it would have been 
had the production remained as it 
was in 1919.

•which Nebraska can pint with pride 
tnay be decided by the public. 


A prevailing idea In many minds 


Is that the state university is a 
constant drain of the 
taxpaver's 


pocketbook. That Institution, how- 
ever, takes but a litflo over two and 
.one-half per cent of the total taxes 
paid In Nebraska. The most goes 
to the local school, a little over 39 
'per cent. .Nearly 18 per cent goes 
|to the federal government and 17 
'per'cent to the county, and over S 


j per cent to the state. 


The university receives its sup- 


jport from three sources. Taxation 
supplies 58 per cent. Federal np- 
.portlonmcnt gives 6 per cent stu- 


dent fees make up the emainmg { 
36 per cent. From this total taken 
in, 59 per cent goes out for Instruc- 
tion to students, 10 per cent for 
special activities, 7 .per cent for 
capital additions, 14 per cent to 
agricultural- experimental stations 
and extension department, and 10 
per cent for commercial work.

Land'Graftts of 1862 and 1864 con- 
stituting a permanent endowment 
fund for the university, should .yield 
at least twice as much as the plan 
of management contemplated. Lease 
holdings were converted into sa!o 
contracts at the constitutional min- 
imum prico per acre. In his early 
work, Mr. Dales devoted much of 
his time and energy toi the im- 
provement of this condition, which 
was by virtue of the*constitutional 
provision.and plan of management, 
rapidly depreciating the amount of 
the permanciitTsndowment. 


Snell Has Good Record 


The other surviving graduate of 


the first class to graduate from the 
Cornhusker state institution also has 
i worthy record. TV. H. Snell enrolled 
in~lS71 "as a sophomore in the uni- 
versity 
He. received after 
three 
years of study the degree of Bach- 
elor of Philosophy. Since that time 
the university has conferred upon 
him the degree of Doctor of Phil- 
osophy 
Mr Snell taught school 
and 


studied law in Lincoln until 1874, 
being- admitted to the bar at this 
time 
Soon he moved to 
George- 


town, Colo, but later removed to Ne- 
braska, settling at Fairbury Here 
he practiced law for several year.5 
and was elected to the state senate 
in the fall of ISSi. He was re- 
elected at once but at the conclusiou 
of his second term moved to Ta- 
coma, Was&, where he has been liv- 
ing since. 


A year after his rnovinsr to Ta- 


coma he was elected to the office 
of city attorney. Before the expira - 
tion of his term he was appointed 
prosecuting- attorney. In 
1890 he 
was chosen by the city council to 
aid in the drawing up of a new 
charter for the city. In the fall uf 
the same year he. was chosen as-the 
prosecuting attorney for the county. 


In 1900 Mr. Snell 
was 
elected 


judge of the superior court and two 
years later was re-elected. 
In'the 


fall of 1908 he became'a candidate 
for United States senate and though 
he entered the race only thirty days 
before election, he received nearly as 
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many votes as received by the suc- 
cessful candidate, and carried his 
own county by a big- majority. 


After his defeat Judge Snell con- 


tinued his private law practice un- 
til 1909 when he retired to look after 
private 
interests. 
He 
however 


.maintained his membership in Ta- 
coma chamber of Commerce and the 
Union club. He is also a member 
of the fraternal orders of Odd Fel- 


lows, Elks and Knights of Pythias. 
It is most fitting that the two sur- 


viving graduates should be honor- 
able and prominent men. They are 
adequate examples of the type of 
character that is significant of the 
University 
of 
Nebraska. 
They 


havec- efficiently and honestly per- 
formed their life works and are men 
of whom the University of Nebraska 
may be proud.

rSS Years In Lincoln?. 
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Nebraska's Financial Institutions Reflect 


Early Banks Little Like Tody's Solid Firms 


' The flrst bank of Lincoln was or- 
ganized April 26, 1868, in the off- 
hand manner of those da'ys and for 
several years continued its casual 
existence Ln the second-story cor- 
ner room of the Sweet block, the 
flrst building in Lincoln. 
Of its 
proceedings no record Is left; prob- 
ably little in the way of records 
ever existed. 
The First National bank, the old- 
est existing now, was the successor 
of a private bank started by Judge 
Amaaa Cobb, later a judge of the 
state Supreme court. Judge GOOD 
was president and J. H. Sudduth 
cashier. It 
likewise 
occupied 
a 
small space and conducted its deal- 
ings In the fine, free manner of the 
frontier.

There is the history-of banking In 


Lincoln—and In Nebraska, for that 
matter—in a nutshell. 
But tho days that separate those 
Sates, while they shpw Ircmendous 
growth, were likewise filled with 
many failures and hectic days—flays 
of wild runs, crop failures, 
and 


weird runs, crop failures, and weird 
banking methods. 


Table of Growth. 
Banking today is a smooth, well- 


ordered business; then it was a big 
adventure. The men who 
pulled 


through now occupy swivel-chairs 
and have push buttons to summon 
clerks and stenographers. Of the 
others no one knows. Some failed 
and drifted away; some regained 
th<Mr fortunes. '

The total growth, it will be seen, 


is about 132 times that for 1876— 
fifty years ago. The general growth 
in deposits for tho country at large 
is about 18 times for the same per- 
iod. There is a comparison of the 
growth of the new Nebraska coun- 
try -with that of tho nation as' a 
whole. 


First Bank in State. 
The first bank In the state was 
the "Western Exchange Fire and 
Marine Insurance company, which 
was Incorporated by an act of tho 
first territorial legislature. It was 
actually not a bank, but by a lib- 
eral interpretation of Its power it 
entered the banking business. 


.In 1856 the legislature chartered 
four banks by special acts, with 
capital ranging from 50 to 
100 
thousand. Wide powers were con- 
•ferred with but little regulation. All 
that was required was an annual 
report to the state- auditor, which 
was also to be published in three 
newspapers in the territory. Banks 
•were founded 
at 
Nebraska City, 


Bellevue, 
Florence. 
Omaha, and 
Brownville. 


The third legislature considered a 
dozen requests for bank charters, 
but with its reluctance and the gov- 
ernor's veto only two requests were 
granted. 


Oppose "Wild-Catting." 


Considerable opposition to the 


-"wild-catting" 
developed, 
chiefly 
•under tho leadership of J. Sterling 
Morton. Tho banks were under lit- 
tle supervision (In fact; seven were 
known to bo 
running wide open 


•without charters at u.11) and their 
'banking methods were a bit bizarre. 
All issued bills 
and ' notes, that 


power boing conferred by the legis- 
lature; but tho value of this cur- 
rency was extremely doubtful. The 
Ineorporators were personally re- 
sponsible, it is true; but the finan- 
cial soundness of tho Ineorporators 
waa not always certain. 
In one 
case a bank lost $40,000 worth of 
paper "money" in a lire. The offi- 
cers of the bank were seen pouring 
turpentine on the fire whenever it 
seemed that the bucket brigade was 
doing fairly well in putting it out. 
But no ono becamo particularly ex- 
cited, for the paper signified little, 
If anything. • 


In the fall of 1857 a panic struck 
Nebraska and all the chartered 
banks failed, and supposedly, all the 
uncliartered banks too. 
Pass Banking Act. 


In 1857, also, the first banking 
act iMts passed and seven banks 
were -prosecuted for running with- 


out charters. 
Private banks con- 


tinued to flourish, however, and it 
was not until 1839 that the first 
workable state banking law was 
jassed. Until then most of the solid 
sanks were operating under federal 
supervision. The act of 1889 laid 
down general regulatory measures 
and placed the banks 
under the 


control of the auditor,. attorney 


eneral and treasurer.,.

The same three officials "were 


designated as the banking board by 
an act passed in 1895, after great 
diffiul'ty 
had 
been ' encountered 


:hrough failed banks.

effect of the "hard times"

The stockholders of these banks 


received an average dividend of 55 
per cent. 
In .1909 
a general revision of the 
banking laws was made 
by the 


legislature, and a board was- cre- 
ated consisting of the governor, 
the auditor and attorney general. 
All banking houses were required 
to incorporate.

The most important 
departure, 


however, was in the creation of a 
common fund to be used to gfaar-^ 
antee deposits in all banks. 
This' 


was known as the bank1 guaranty 
law. 
The fight to have the law held 


unconstitutional was carried to the 
federal courts, where the law was 
declared invalid. 
In 1911,. how- 


ever,- 
Justice 
Oliver . "Wendell 


Holmes of the United States su- 
preme'.court wrote an opinion in 
which the court held the law valid. 
The state, bankers ,are required to 
contribute a certain amount to the 
fund and are liable for additional 
assessments in case the fund is de- 
pleted. State Takes a.Hand. 


Under this -law the "state- has 
taken over more than 100 banks' 
and has paid the depositors in full. 
It is at the present time operating 
37 more banks in order to make 
liquidation easier and lessen the 


loss to the fund. ' Quite 
often 


these banks are eventually ' reor- 
ganized and 
continued. 
About 


•114,000,000, collected 
through the 
assessments, has been expended in 
paying depositors.

.braska.Js notable,. in the'pplnion 
of Kirk Griggs, secretary' of the

it has been tried but lias, failed-^ 
gone bankrupt. " 'South 
Dakota. 
North -Dakota', Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Washington have made fail- 
ures of the guaranty plans.

Washington, through a single'large 
failure, the fund went broke before 
it was fairly started. . 
An. indication of the confidences 


of the people in Nebraska's guar- 
anty law is shown in the. reports 
of state banks.

Like the rest of the state, Lincoln 


experienced hard times from 1890, 
to 1900, when a number of banks 
went out >of business. From 1896 to 
1899 
there were only three banks. 
The failure of the Captial National 
which caused great loss and endless 
litigation, caused some hesitance in 
entering into the banking business. 


One Failure 50 Years. 


The American State bank, which 


failed in 1921, is the only failure of 
any consequence in Lincoln in more 
than twenty-five years. 
The statistical side of the story of 


banking in Lincoln' and the stato 
shows the development, but It is the 
men who are behind the banks whi 
are responsible for their growth and 
safety. Particularly well known 
among the bankers of the state are 
S. H. Burnham of Lincoln and "Wal- 
ter Head of Omaha, both widely-

were made at organizing the state's 
insurance companies on a bettfir 
basis until 1911. A commission was 
then appointed to study the situa- 


tion' and draft an Insurance code. 
The legislature of 1913 adopted this 
code and created a bureau of In- 
surance. During the McKelvie ad- 
ministration the bureau was placed 
under the department of trade and 
commerce under the re-organiza- 
tion of the state government by'the 
code systerft.

The organization of trust com- 


panies in Nebraska largely followed 
the passag'e' of an act 
specifically 


authorizing and defining the pow- 
ers of such corporations which was 
passed- by the legislature cf 1911. 


The law was passe'd, it is said, to 


guarantee responsible 
administra- 


tion of estates, after some difficulty 
had arisen in cases of administra- 
tion by Individuals. 


Immediately after the passage of 


the act a number Of companies were 
organized. A few -which had been 
operating under the general incor- 
poration- act were re-organized to 
come, under the new regulations. 


Since then the growth 
in 
the 


number of companies has not been 
great, for- the legal requirements for 
organization' are very strict. "The 
law requires $200,000 ,'paid-up cap- 
ital in cities' of 
100.000 or over, 


ranging do'wn to ?25,000 in villages. 
As the trust company is. ordinarily 
not profitable In a small town, the 
limitation is generally "applied in 
the larger towns.

"Since .1922 trust companies have 
been under the state .banking de- 
partment, though prior to that time 
they, were required'to report to'the 
state auditor.

complex of the

formed by the influence of language 
and training in its first few years, 
but that complex is later manipu- 
lated by th eirreatev influence flow- 
ing in from the language of schol- 
ars and teachers. 
The conscious 


complex of the new-born infant is 
•blank and pliable, and at birth it is 
balanced in 
conscious 
gravity. 


Through the life which follows, the 
balance or cross recurs in more or 
less regular cycles which may be 
shortened or lengthened and made 
secure or lib'ht according to circum- 
stances. The first recurrence, or 
abstract, of the biological phase is 
during adolescence. The next re- 
currence, which In the majority of 
persons is suppressed, Is between

Because 
the laws of nature • beginning1 with

The instru- 
ment or force acting upon -the indi- 
vidual is language, and because he 
iad been taught otherwise and has 
been deceived by the two organized 
powers he becomes overbalanced 
and is wrecked between them. 
By 
common consent 
between 


themselves science and religion have 
built between them a rift • or wall 
for 
..he purpose of guarding the 


higher education and keeping the 
older Of truth hidden from the com- 
mon peopl.. Leopold and Loeb were 
wrecked upon that rift and if men 
like Darrow, who know the tr^uth, 
had the courage to tell it, 'cases 
like that would soon be unknown 
But if a scholar Hke<jDarrow should 
publish to the public a true expla- 
nation of fundamental science and 
give an exigesis of religious ideal- 
ism 1 Its.connection with science, he 
would be ridiculed and would pos- 
sibly be barred from practice. I do 
not write without' experience. I have 
talked with some of the best schol- 
ars in the country and have founc 
every one of them chained to a 
machine. 
An editor and scholar told me 


recently that the work of scientific 
research'was cut and dried and that 
I would never be able to put over 
an idea 
in the 
advancement of 


science unless I came with a uni- 
versity degree1 and the proper cre- 
dentials. 
A scholar connected with a -col 


lege told me that I would probablj 
die and take'my work with me, be- 
cause I would never get any help 
from a recognized scholar.1" 


When I asked 'him about 'the re- 


yiprocation 'of Christian fundament- 
als with 'scientific abstracts,"he ad- 
nit ted there was a 
parallelism 


vorklng 
through the octave, but 


vould explain nothing because I 
did not belong to his fraternity. 
Since Ihcn I have worked out the 
greater part of the octave problem 
and through research have also be- 
come somewhat acquainted' with 
he language spectrum; Its curva- 
.ure through history and allegory 
and its nature In relation to scien- 
tific facts. 


In this work I have been refused 


any Information or help- whatever 
simply because I am an outsider 
and connected with no faction. Now 
the reason the scientists den^y the 
language concept is because* it is 
when properly followed a key to 
the chemical scale and puts the 
general knowledge of chemical re- 
lations into common language in- 
stead of holding that .Knowledge in 
algebraical symbols. That, of course, 
they do not "want because, as you 
well know, the greater part of the 
science of chemistry is held in sec- 
ret by. our scienlific groups. 


Some time ago I formulated a de- 


tailed description of a ray, which, 
when developed, will cure cancer 
and other diseases. I sent the work 
to the university, where-it promptly 
found a waste basket. But if I had 
gone to the-university wearing dia- 
monds and carrying a diploma from 
s'-,.\e foreign college and wearing 
a fraternity pin,- my work would 
have been given a careful examin- 
ation. And so you see while the 
scientist and church wink jit each 
other over the heads of tne people 
the stulents of life and truth are 
broken on the rift of secrecy be- 
tween them. 


I wrote to a radio engineer mak- 


ing the statement that a better re- 
ception and longer distance could 
be- worked out by a system of re- 
search through universals and logic 
combined with radio nomenclature 
He answered that "any ideas con- 
sidered in the advancement of radic 
must come through the establishec 
and accepted system of science.' 
He seemed to have forgotten that 


radio belongs to ' th'e world at large 
and -1 hope It will break down tho\ 
3arriers between every hypocritical 
cast and throw the order of truth 
jroadcasti Respectfully.THEORIST.

That Nebraska is one of the most 
important egg surplus producing 
states, and that "perhaps no other 
state is as well adapted to "the eco- 
nomic production of chickens and 
eggs as Nebraska' is the opinion 
of the University of Nebraska col- 
lege extension service as expressed 
in a new bulletin on the poultry in- 
dustrv in Nebraska. The greatest 
obstacle to a large increase in pro- 
fits, the bulletin says is the diffi- 
culty encountered by the careful 
producers In selling their eggs on a 
graded basis. A modern system of 
ess marketing is urged as tha next 
step essential to increasing egg pro- 
duction, which would eive a fair re- 
turn to the careful • producer and 
penalize the man who bitags un- 
graded eggs to market. 


The Better Crops special, a crops 
exhibit and demonstration train, 
which during August visited forty- 
three towns on the tomon Pacific 
railroad in co-operation with the 
college of agriculture, the Nebras- 
ka Wheat Improvement association, 
and the Nebraska Crop Growers as- 
sociation, returned last week to Lin- 
coln. Over 25,000 
people, mostly 
farmers -were busy cutting" wheat 
or threshing so not as-manj \isltcd 
the train as had been expected 
The growing serious problem of 
wheat smut was stressed in the ex- 
hibits, as well as alfalfa and clover 
diversification and the" necessity of 
planting none but' native Nebraska 
alfalfa seed According to reports 
received by the experiment division 
of the college of agriculture one 
elevator in a western 
Nebraska 
town has taken in so far 450,000 
bushels of wheat of which 400,000 
or 30 per cent was smutty. The 
fanners had to take a loss of eight 
cents a bushel, or ?32,000 Accord- 
ing to D. L. Gross of the experi- 
ment division this i eduction in 
market price represents only one- 
fourth the actual loss from lessened 
yield in the field. Sixty per cent of 
all wheat taken In at the Omaha 


< market is smutty, and Mr Gross 
estimates the loss to be sevbral mil- 
lion dollars—enough to pay for the 
new state capitol several times over. 
Experiments have shown ihat tne 
smut can bo eradicated by treating 
thoroughly the seed with copper car- 
bonate dust. Thoroughness in this 
treatment Is important the experts 
say.In alfalfa raising pictures col- 
lected by the college of agriculture 
staff showed that seed from places 
south and southwest of Nebraska 
and from foreign countries lacks 
the hardy qualities of native sf>»d.

an alert press agent. 
Some hail him as the new 


messiah, although he disclaims any such eminence 
and his sponsors speak of him as "the voice of God- 
come to, reveal again the right way to live. 


Krishnamurtl is now in his thirtieth year. 
At the age of 12 he gave his first writings to the 


public,' which have been published in pamphlet form 
and given wide circulation under the title:: "At The 
Feet of the Master." In these, four qualifications for 
the perfect life are set forward: 
: 


Discrimination. 
Desirelessness. 
Good conduct. 
Love. 
The teachings to which he gives voice in thi3 


pamphlet mght have been uttered by his ancestors 
two thousand years before and have been repeated 
continuously since then. They form the basis of every 
great religion in the world today. Nothing whicli he 
says is strikingly new or original; they have been 
known and recognized for hundreds of years. 


Krlshnamurti presents a plea for greater spirit- 


uality. He urges tolerance, unselfishness, kindness 
and charity. 


What he may be able to accomplish in this coun- 


try is largely a matter of speculation. 
There has 


been an unceasing effort for hundreds of years to 
lure men from the material and to interest them in 
their spiritual well-being. There should be no scof- 
fing at those who seek to purify the process of liv- 
ing.

A "CAFETERIA" COURT. 


The handling of municipal court cases where 


automobile owners are charged with violations of the 
parking ordinances should be changed. 
Every Sat- 


urday morning from twelve to twenty people in all 
walks of life are compelled to go to court where 
most of the morning is taken up while their cases 
are handled. Always they lose valuable time from 
their business or occupations. Then, too, there Is the 
incpnvenience caused by their absence from duty. 


In the main these offenders are not criminals. 


They are anything but what the term implies, some 
plan should be devised that will'relieve them, espe-- 
cially first offenders, from the inconceniences_of the 
present system. 
Repeaters are not deserving of a 


whole lot of sympathy. 


Ten-minute parking stalls are increasing in num- 


ber rapidly, and they are to be found in every section 
of the business district. 
With the one-hour and 


2-hour stalls also becoming more numerous there is 
little excuse for a man having to he sent to court 
very many times. Such an one can rightfully be tagged 
a "repeater" and take his medicine. 


For the innocent offender, however, there should 


be relief from the present cumbersome methods. Per- 
haps a "cafeteria" 'court would solve the difficulty. 


In a "cafeteria" cburt the first offender takes 


the policeman's tag from the car and reports to the 
police station. He then goes to the municipal court 
clerk where he admits the offense and is recorded as 
a first offender, and allowed to go. 


In the event the offense is a second one the car 


owner admits it to the clerk, pays a dollar and costs 
and goes his way. That ends it. There is no Sat- 
urday morning WP'*- there Is no inconvenience to 
others, and but a few minutes have been lost Should 
the accused want to fight the case, however, he enters 
a "not guilty" plea with the clerk. He can then "tell 
it to the judge" Saturday morning. A third offense 
would take the accused to court whether he willed it 
or not. 
The court clerk can handle all of the first 


and second offenders with less work than Is required 
now if the "cafeteria" plan is put into effect. 


The "cafeteria" court is working successfully in 


many larger cities and can be made to do likewise 'n 
Lincoln. Why not give it a trial?

The net result of all this effort is woofully small.

A- t delegates are se- 
lected to a convention that is as hollow as the hole 
in the doughnut. 


The political situation now depends upon the in- 


dividual. The state convention, with due solemnity, 
can write the party's platform. But the party's can- 
didate for governor need not follow it. What the. 
party's platform is he dictates t.lone. 


Nothing can be done to force a candidate to sup- 


port the principles of the party he' represents. There 
is no convention to call him to account. He can win 
a nomination without the convention and attends the 
convention, if at all, merely for courtesy.

Anderson asks, m the drawl of the 
early midwesterner—"What makes 
you so gloomy?" 


"Nothing much," rejoins Al, ap- 


parently making a tremendous ef- 
fort to throw off his depression. 


"I just lost out in the examina- 


tion for the appointment to West 
Point by one-fifth of ooie percent— 
that's all." 


Anderson knows all about the ex- 


amination. He knows that Al Bev- 
endge probably had 
lain 
awake 


nights thinking of what an appoint- 
ment to West Point would mean to 
him. The boy had a great thirst for 
an education. Not more than a com- 
mon laborer, he was trying to hoist 
himself up by his own bootstraps to, 
some sort odf an honorable career. 
West Point would give him both an 
education and a career. 


No ordinary lad, Al Beveridge. 


Born in Ohio, in 1862, he had come 
out to, Illinois with his parents right 
after the Civil War, in which his 
father, Tomas H. Beveridge. had 
fought Thomas Beveridge had set- 
tled on a farm near Sullivan. 


Started at Hard Work. 


It was not a period of prosperity. 


By the time he --^as twelve, Albert 
J. Beveridge was following- a plow 
in the fields. At fourteen he -was a 
laborer on a railroad, and at fifteen 
he was a teamster and a logger in 
the lumber camps. 
. * 


At fifteen, too, he suddenly was 


seized with a desire for an educa- 
tion. 
He had boned his way into 


and through hign school, working at 
odd jobs about town, helping out at 
Ed Anderson's lumber yard when- 
ever Anderson needed extra labor, 
draying, doing anything that helped 
him to get alQng. 


Al Beveridge wasn't a big lad. 


But small though, he was, he was 
hard as nails, and fired with an en- 
thusiasm that made him twice as 
good a workman as the ordinary 
man. Ed Anderson knew well that 
here was a boy who was going to 
get somewhere in life. 


"Too bad," 
he 
sympathized 


"What are you going to do now?" 


Beveridge didn't know. 
"I'd like to go to college," he said, 


"but while I could work my way 
through I'd have to have some 
money." 


Anderson was 
not 
the kind of 


man to, hesitate -when his sympa- 
thies were rightfully aroused. 


"Don't you worry about that," he 


said. "If you want to go to college, 
I'll see that you get the money. You 
can pay me back when you're ready. 


Worked Way Through College. 
It was six years later when An- 


dreson gat his money back, with In- 
terest in full. Even then Beveridge 
had justified the faith of his friend. 
He had fought and worked his way 
through college, studied for tho law, 
been admitted to the bar and, over 
m Indianapolis, Ind., was starting to 
practice. 
Today, even to a day 


laborer, the amount Beveridge bor- 
rowed from Anderson would see~n 
trivial. It was only ?50. But at that 
time it was a respectable sum. It 
took Beveridge two years after he 
had left college and started to work 
to save enough to pay it back. 


Ed Anderson left Sullivan and 


went Out to the Dakotas Where he 
died. I don't know if he lived to 
see his 
one-time 
protege in the 


United Slates Senate, but before he 
passed out he must have known 
that Albert Be\endge had bec6me 
a big figure in Ins chosen state of 
Indiana, both in politics and at the 
bar.

From 
the fish standpoint, the best fish 
may not be the ones most easily 
caught or the most appetlziflg to 
human beings. Consequently, who 
can say that the bullheads 
and 


suckera left in a flshed-out pond 
are the poorest fish? 


And so, to depart somewhat from 


the fish simile, who can say that tho 
people left in the country commu- 
ities that President Frank thinks 
have been fished out are the poorest 
specimens of humanity? Some peo- 
ple leave the country who would 
rather stay, and some stay who 
would rather leave. But so far aa 
the choice Is voluntary, it may be 
a sifting process that leaves In tho 
count)y a type of people who, from 
the standpoint of spiritual values), 
are superior to those who leave.

Cret e Farmer Succeeds With 


Large Poultry Business By 


"The man wao 


hens"-— that is J. A. Lothrop of 
Crete, according to D. J. Thomas in 
the August Farm and Fireside. 
Fifteen years ago Mr. Lothrop's 


knowledge of farming was just 
about limited to the names of a few 
crops. Today, he is making his 
poultry -farm .of 125 acres pay him 
|lO 000 per vear, and he has prob- 
ably the largest flock of chickens in 
the state. 
At the time Mr. Thomas visited 
the Crete farm, Mr. Lothrop was 
trying to figure out whether or not 
to buy oats in quantities at the 
moment by pondering upon whether 
or not it was going to rain, and 
what a good rain would do to tho 
corn crop. 
He explained the apparent incon- 
gruity in his problem in tliis man- 
ner, as reported in Farm and Fire- 
side: 
- "If we get rain to make corn, nat- 
urally prices will drop. Wheat, bran, 
oats, and other feeds will follow in 
sympathy. I discovered this about 
five years ago. ^ince then I've been 
studying the markets and buying 
mv feeds about 25 per cent cheaper

He makes $8,000 per year from

Lothrop knew nothing of farming 
when he purchased his farm the 
year he got through scool. 
•^Hard At First. 


• He says in the interview: 
•, 
"It .was hard work the first few 


years. The farm didn't even have 
a fence on it. But we did the best 
we could as we floundered aroune 
to get a start. Along- about 1915 a 
representative of the Nebraska ag- 
ricultural colege asked us to keep 
records on our flock -of hens. At 
the close of the year they told us 
that our accounts were the out- 
standing feature of their year's 
work. And we found out that our 
chickens were paying.'.' 


After enlarging his flock, Mr. 


Lothrop found methods of overcom- 
ing the large feed bill. "Often thi; 
means laving in a whokvyears' sup- 
ply at one time, but I'll borrow. 
money at 'six per cent any time T 
can make it pay me four times,, the 
interest charges," he is quoted as 
saying. 
. 


Mr. LOthrop 
ships the largest 


quantities of his eggs to New York 
and Boston, the extra grading and 
selecting of markets having doubled 
his profits, he finds. Grading means 
an extra cent an egg, and Mr. Loth- 
rop fitrures that he averages three 
cents an egg all twelve months. 


Because the pointed, eggs of the 


Leghorn do not meet with favor on 
on the market, Mr. Lothrop 
has 


been experimenting with a change 
in shape. By hatching eggs with 
less point and more rotundity, and 
line breeding the chickens, he has 
developed an egg- that the market 
takes to -and that has won all sorts 
of trophies at state poultry and egs 
shows.

Mr. Lathrop has been breeding for 
a little"" more weight in his flock, 
In order to circumvent the objec- 
tions to underweight chickWs. 
Noticing that Mr. Lathrop is sats- 


fied with 160 to 175 eggs per layer 
he told the interviewer that he did 
not try for forced production. 


"Often I keep my good breeders 


until they are four years old. "What 
I'm after is Vigor, vitality, and qual- 
ity. 
Let the fellow who buys my 


chicks force feed for eggs. "When 
he has worked them to the limit, he 
can come and buy more chicks. But 
I can't bring on a new crop of qual- 
ity breeders within a year 
and 
maintain the health and vigor nec- 
essary to back up the guarantee I 
put on my chicks and eggs." 


Mr. Lathrop spends his time from 
January until the middle of May 
and Fireside, and last year he sold 
hatching chicks, according to Farm 
25,000 chicks at 16 cents each. Ho 
also has storage room in a Crete 
creamery, where he usually stores 
several hundred cases of eggs a 
year. Mr. Lathrop found that stor- 
age eggs bring from 51 to $5 a case 
more in the fall, and at times his 
storage eggs have sold for more 
than the current fresh eggs.
